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Rededication of Merchant Navy memorial 


THE Merchant 
Navy monument in 
the centre of Barry 
- erected to honour 
fallen merchant 
sailors - was reded¬ 
icated recently. 

This took place prior 
to the Merchant Navy 
Association’s annual 
seafarers’ service. 

The Merchant Navy 
Memorial stands at the 
entrance to the Vale 
Council’s Civic Offices. 
The 15-year-old, 23 foot 
high (seven metres) 
Portland stone structure 
was dismantled and 
removed for repair 
work, funded by the 
council, in December 
and returned in May. 

The memorial has 
been cleaned and slight¬ 
ly reworked to stop rain¬ 
water pooling on the 
stone and causing dam¬ 
age. 

The former brass 
remembrance plaques 
have been replaced with 
stainless steel plaques, 
and the lists of 
Merchant Seamen from 
the Vale, who lost their 
lives during the World 
Wars, have been updat¬ 
ed to include those that 
were missed off the 
original plaques. 

Hooks for memorial 
wreaths have also been 
added to the monu¬ 
ment’s plinth. 

Jim Greenway, chair¬ 
man of the Barry branch 
of the Merchant Navy 
Association, Wales, 
said; “We’re delighted

Mechanic died in ^scene of 
carnage’ on M4 motorway 


A SECTION of the 
M4 near Bridgend 
was a “scene of car¬ 
nage” when an 
articulated milk 
tanker careered 
along the hard 
shoulder, killing a 
recovery technician 
from Penarth who 
was helping a 
motorist to change 
his wheel. 

Cardiff Crown Court 


heard that Mr Richard 
Cox died instantly after 
being trapped under the 
recovery truck. 

David Morgan, 36, of 
Pembrey, near Llanelli, 
was jailed for three years 
and disqualified from 
driving for five years, 
after he pleaded guilty to 
causing the death of Mr 
Cox by dangerous driv¬ 
ing. 

Said Judge Eleri 
Rees: “Any vehicle driv¬ 
en badly is a lethal one, 
all the more so if it is a

between junctions 35 
and 36 when a tyre blew. 
He pulled onto the hard 
shoulder, put his hazard 
lights on, and called for 
assistance. 

About 45 minutes 
later, Mr Cox, working 
for Dragon Rescue, had 
begun to assist Mr Reed. 

He parked his truck 
behind Mr Reed and 
illuminated his flashing 
lights. Mr Cox went 
under the back of the 
camper van to retrieve 
the spare tyre. 

Mr Reed’s wife and 
dog stood behind the 
safety barrier further 
along the motorway. 

Mr Evans said: 
“Almost as soon as Mr 
Cox began to recover the 
tyre, Mr Reed became 
aware of a large articu¬ 
lated tanker bearing 
down on them, fully on 
the hard shoulder.” 

It was being driven by 
Morgan, at approximate¬ 
ly 55 mph, and went 
straight into the back of 
the recovery truck, push¬ 
ing it along the hard 
shoulder into the back of 
the camper van. 

Mr Evans said: “The 
brakes were not applied 
until the tanker was 0.15 
seconds from the crash.” 

The truck and lorry 
travelled in an arc across 
three lanes of the M4 
into the central barrier. 

Mr Cox was trapped 
under the recovery truck 
and died instantly of 
multiple injuries. 

Mr Reed shouted to 
Mr Cox to “run” and he 
fell down an embank¬ 
ment. When he crawled 
back up, he was con¬ 


fronted by a “scene of 
carnage”, said Mr 
Evans. 

Mr Reed’s wife was 
screaming. 

Morgan later told the 
police he could not 
remember what hap¬ 
pened after passing 
junction 35. 

He said he had driven 
from Carmarthen to 
Acton and then made the 
return journey. He said 
there were no defects on 
his vehicle, and road 
conditions had been 
good. 

Mobile phones were 
examined and it was 
revealed that Morgan 
had used his to send and 
receive about 140 mes¬ 
sages. 

Mr Evans said there 
had obviously been a 
lack of concentration, 
and Morgan must have 
been distracted and/or 
tired. 

Mr Cox’s family, 
added Mr Evans, had 
been “devastated”. 

Tom Crowther, 
Morgan’s counsel, said 
his client could not say 
what happened, though 
he must have been aware 
of the risks of fatigue. 

The tachograph 
showed he had not been 
driving for too long. 

“He cannot forgive 
himself and he does not 
stop thinking about it. 
He was injured but 
recovered. 

“He has lost his career 
and is uninsurable for 
ever.” 

Morgan was ordered 
to take the extended 
driving test.

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DESPITE THE UK CUTS, WALES HAS 
A BUDGET FOR JOBS AND GROWTH’ 


L ast week, I 
presented the 
Welsh 

Government’s 
budget for 2013-14 
to the Assembly - 
with the message to 
business, families, 
young people and 
communities that 
this was a budget 
for growth and 
jobs. 

The budget state¬ 
ment provided the facts 
and figures for the sec¬ 
ond year of the UK 
Coalition Government’s 
three year Spending 
Review cycle. 

Presenting a balanced 
budget at a time of cuts 
in our grant from 
Westminster is a tough 
challenge. 


By 2014-15 the 
Welsh Budget will be 
£2.1 bn lower in real 
terms than at its peak in 
2009-10 and around the 
same level as 2005-6. 

Our capital budget 
has been cut by 45 per 
cent, which means we 
have less public money 
to spend on building 
new schools, hospitals, 
roads and housing. 

However, I have 
taken a number of steps 
to secure new ways of 
funding our capital pro¬ 
gramme and use all 
available resources to 
meet our needs accord¬ 
ing to a clear set of pri¬ 
orities in our infrastruc¬ 
ture investment plan. 

So my £175m capital 
investment for next 
year’s budget was well 
received, by business

and the construction 
sector, as this invest¬ 
ment will create and 
protect 3,000 jobs. 

As I said last week, 
to make this happen 
requires new ways of 
raising finance; for 
example, assisting local 
authorities with a high¬ 
ways improvement bor¬ 
rowing initiative, lever¬ 
ing in £2.2m over three 
years for the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council, to 
boost investment in 
highway improvements 
schemes. 

We have always said 
we will do all we can to 
boost capital investment 
in the face of budget 
cuts by the UK 
Government - because 
we know this is vital to 
support economic 
growth and create jobs. 

The boost given by 
the private sector this 
week with the construc¬ 
tion and opening of the 
Premier Inn and 
Brewers Fayre in the 
Waterfront, shows how 
the regeneration of 
Barry is a living part¬ 
nership that is deliver¬ 
ing jobs and new 
prospects for the Vale. 

As well as our part¬ 


ners in the private sec¬ 
tor, local government 
and the NHS, last 
week’s budget was also 
good news for the hous¬ 
ing sector, with over 
800 affordable homes 
being funded via our 
Welsh Housing 
Partnership with the 
support of the 
Principality Building 
Society and registered 
social landlords. 

I was proud to take 
the Health Minister, 
Lesley Griffiths AM to 
visit the £5 7m new 
wing at Llandough 
University Hospital last 
week funded by the 
Welsh Government, 
with a further £12m 
investment announced 
in the budget over the 
next two years, for the 
adult mental health 
acute unit, to replace 
outdated buildings and 
facilities at Whitchurch 
Hospital, and for 
Glanrhyd Hospital in 
Bridgend. 

Cardiff and Vale 
College will also benefit 
from £10m Capital 
Investment to benefit

There will also be 
increased investment in 
energy efficiency 
schemes NEST (£3m), 
Arbed (£2m) and £10m 
for next generation 
broadband. 

I have also promised 
more investment in our 
enterprise zones and the 
Wales Economic 
Growth Eund. 

This is a draft budget 
for 2013-14 and will be 
considered by our 
‘cross-party’ scrutiny 
committees in the 
Assembly, leading to 
budget debates in 
November and 
December. 

It will cover our 
commitments to invest¬ 
ing in schools, includ¬ 
ing support of the pupil 
deprivation grant, allo¬ 
cated according to the 
number of pupils 
receiving free school 
meals, which formed 
part of our agreement 
with the Welsh Liberal 
Democrats, to secure 
support for our budget 
this year. 

Our Elying Start pre¬ 
school programme is on 
course to double the 
provision of free child¬ 
care and parenting sup¬ 
port over this term of 
the Assembly, and our 
funding for the new 
community support offi¬ 
cers now sees the new 
recruits working with 


the police on our 
streets. 

Eor our young peo¬ 
ple. facing the highest 
levels of youth unem¬ 
ployment for a genera¬ 
tion, this budget also 
funds 4,000 new job 
opportunities each year 
for three years, for 16- 
24 year olds in the pri¬ 
vate, public and th ir d 
sectors. 

This is backed up by 
our continuing invest¬ 
ment in apprenticeships 
and support for educa¬ 
tional maintenance 
allowances as well as 
student support. 


This is a budget for 
growth and jobs for the 
people and economy of 
Wales. 

We know that this 
can help take people out 
of unemployment, can 
help give our young 
people the chance they 
need to succeed, can 
help maintain and grow 
businesses, protect jobs 
in health and education. 

We have a responsi¬ 
bility in government to 
make the case for this 
investment in our peo¬ 
ple, our businesses and 
our communities.

The appointment of 
Wales’ R & M Williams 
as principal contractor 
means tthat work will 
soon begin in earnest.

Government clarified the 
rationale behind its 
“often misunderstood 
and seemingly arbitrary” 
targets for new housing 
development. 

Mr Davies said:

Mr Davies said: “I 
have met constituents 
unhappy with the scale 
and location of develop¬ 
ments, including plans in 
Lavernock, Wenvoe and 
on the site of Cowbridge 
Market.” 

He said that local 
councils in Wales were 
bound by strict targets for 
housing development 
imposed by the Welsh 
Government. 

He continued: “I am 
calling for an immediate 
moratorium on all Local 
Development Plans. This 
would give the planning 
Minister an opportunity 
to justify the challenging 
housing projections his 
government have issued 
to councils across the 
country. 

“With just five local 
authorities (out of 22) 
having submitted com¬ 
pleted LDPs, surely this 
is an opportune moment 
to put the process on 
hold. 

“Residents need to 
have confidence that 


LDPs are based on sound 
planning guidance and 
not just the Minister’s gut 
feeling for an area that he 
and his officials have no 
local understanding of. 

“Both the Welsh 
Government and local 
councils need to consider 
very carefully the huge 
blight that some of these 
proposed developments 
will put on many peo¬ 
ple’s lives, particularly if 
we end up with wide¬ 
spread development on 
vast tracts of green open 
space. 

“A moratorium would 
allow the Welsh 
Government to justify 
these targets and would 
also give local authorities 
an opportunity to con¬ 
duct wider public consul¬ 
tation over the kind of 
development that com¬ 
munities want to see.”

WHEN Sue Taylor 
tells people her 
“perfect match” is 
a Leo, she isn’t 
talking about horo¬ 
scopes or star 
signs. 

Mrs Taylor, of 
Broadlands, became 
one of Wales’ newest 
guide dog owners when 
she was paired with Leo 
the golden Labrador. 

She said the partner¬ 
ship has restored her 
confidence to get out 
and about independent¬ 
ly after her sight began 
to deteriorate 20 years 
ago, when her daughter 
was four. 

A series of operations 
followed, and she even¬ 
tually decided to apply 
for a guide dog. 

“I had always loved 
dogs anyway. We 
already had a pet gold¬ 
en retriever. Misty, but 
from the moment Leo 
walked into the room, 
my life changed. He 
was going to allow me 
to be independent.” 

Intensive training 
sessions followed, with 
Mrs Taylor learning 
how to navigate a route 
and give Leo the appro¬ 
priate commands. 

The pair qualified as 
a guide dog partnership 
in July this year. 

“The first time I put

Leo’s harness on, I got 
a buzz,” said Mrs 
Taylor. “They say your 
posture changes when 
you get a dog and it’s 
true. When you use a 
long cane, you walk 
with your head down 
and at times you are 
invisible. It can catch in 
uneven paving and jar 
your elbow. 

“Now I have Leo, I 
am getting more confi¬ 
dent and if I do become 
anxious, I have a friend 
I can talk to or cwtch. 

“My husband Don, 
who has been brilliant 
over the years, can now 
be my husband and not 
my carer.“ 

Leo proved a star 
attraction when he visit¬ 


ed the Bridgend 
Feastival last month: 
“Everyone wanted to 
make a fuss of him,” 
said Mrs Taylor. 

“When he is running 
free or playing with 
Misty, he is a two-year- 
old puppy, but when he 
is in harness, he is in 
work mode and his pos¬ 
ture actually changes. I 
say he has his Sat Nav 
on! 

“You don’t want to 
offend people, but when 
a guide dog is working 
it should not be dis¬ 
tracted. It can be dan¬ 
gerous, especially if you 
are crossing the road. ” 

Mrs Taylor and Leo 
will be joining other 
volunteers at a collec¬ 
tion day to mark Guide 
Dogs Week in Bridgend 
town centre on 
Saturday, October 13. 

Meanwhile, the 
grandmother-of-two is 
planning to spread the 
word by giving talks to 
school groups and other 
organisations. 

“A guide dog costs 
£50,000 from birth to 
retirement and the serv¬ 
ice receives no govern¬ 
ment funding. We rely 
on donations and lega¬ 
cies from members of 
the public, for which I 
am most grateful. 

“Leo has totally 
changed my life. ”

Community council attacks 
proposals to develop land 


A “PACKED” public meeting in Ewenny 
Village Hall recently voiced its opposi¬ 
tion to plans by the Picton-lhrbervill 
Estate to develop a patch of land off 
Abbey Road, Ewenny, which is designat¬ 
ed as ‘green wedge’. 

The outline planning application by the Picton- 
Turbervill Estate proposes to erect five dwellings 
in the field that is off Abbey Road, near to the 
Wick Road junction, as an ‘enabling development’ 
to facilitate the restoration of the Ewenny Priory 
House. 

Around 70 people attended the meeting, and the 
community council successfully obtained an exten¬ 
sion to the consultation period for letters to the 
Vale planning department, which were to be sub¬ 
mitted by October 11. 

The clerk for the community council told The 
GEM, on behalf of the body: “The residents are not 
happy at all. Who is going to benefit from this?” 
She added that nobody in the village had had 
access to the priory or grounds in recent times. 

“People have bought houses here because they 
are looking at a green wedge. If they obtain outline 
planning then that opens the floodgates to more 
development. 

“Abbey Road is a narrow, single-lane road and 
then when you enter Wick Road, the main road 
through the village, there is nasty congestion. 

There have been some small accidents and now a 
big one is waiting to happen. More cars would 
make things worse. 

“This is a great sadness to us all if it goes ahead. 
It is the beginning of the end for Ewenny, the thin 
end of the wedge.” 

A statement on behalf of the Picton-Turbevill 
estate said that the site was identified as not “caus¬ 
ing any material harm” to the green wedge. 


It continued: “The Priory is a Grade IP listed 
building situated within an important national mon¬ 
ument. There is now a genuine and pressing need 
to raise substantial funds for a restoration scheme 
in order to ensure the continued survival of the 
property which has fallen into considerable disre¬ 
pair over the last 30 years. 

“The owners have submitted the planning appli¬ 
cation as enabling development and the planning 
authority may be expected to ensure that the pro¬ 
ceeds are ring-fenced for the restoration scheme by 
way of a formal legal agreement or conditional 
controls.” Leigh Gruffydd Sanders

A PLAID CYMRU 
Vale councillor says 
that local authori¬ 
ties will struggle to 
balance their social 
care budgets after 
recent Government 
legislation. 

Coun Chris Pranks 
told The GEM that the 
Vale Council will face a 
shortfall of £1.4 mi llion 
because the Welsh 
Government has failed to 
properly fund a £50 a 
week cap on social care. 

He said: “Plaid Cymru 
has discovered this infor¬ 
mation following a 
Preedom of Information 
(Pol) request.” 

The £50 a week cap, 
which means that no one 
should pay more than 
£50 per week, was intro¬ 
duced under the One 
Wales Government. 

Coun Pranks said that 
it has meant that thou¬ 
sands of additional peo¬ 
ple, who were paying 
more for their care previ¬ 
ously, are now applying 
for services provided by 


the local authority. 

Coun Prank said: “In 
the Vale of Glamorgan, 
the shortfall is more than 
£1.4m, after an addition¬ 
al 184 people applied for 
non-residential care since 
the £50 a week limit was 
introduced in April 
2011 .” 

Lindsay Whittle, Plaid 
Cymru’s social services 
spokesperson and a for¬ 
mer Caerphilly council 
leader, said: “The £50 a 
week cap was introduced 
by the Plaid Labour 
Coalition Government, 
but it now appears that 
this beneficial scheme is 
not being funded proper¬ 
ly by the Labour govern¬ 
ment. 

“Last year, a study by 
the Social Services 
Improvement Agency 
(SSIA) warned about 
additional pressures on 
local authority budgets as 
a result of the new com¬ 
munity charge charges 
system, and highlighted 
increasing demand, par¬ 


ticularly from older peo¬ 
ple who were previously 
self-funders.” 

Luke Nicholas, Plaid 
Cymru’s candidate for 
the forthcoming Cardiff 
South and Penarth 
Parliamentary by-elec¬ 
tion, said: “The Welsh 
Government’s failure to 
properly deliver on its 
promise to cap social 
charges is undermining 
the finances of councils 
who will be forced to cut 
services or raise council 
tax to cover the short¬ 
fall.” 

Coun Pranks, a former 
South Wales Central AM, 
said that councillors had 
been made aware of the 
vast shortfall. 

He added: “The Vale 
of Glamorgan’s social 
services budget is in cri¬ 
sis - it is £3m overspent. 
The Welsh government 
has been willing to bail 
out health boards with far 
greater shortfalls, yet 
won’t provide local 
authorities with the 
finances to limit the 
charges they make to eld¬ 
erly residents.” 

The Fol revealed that 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) appeared to 
have a much smaller 
problem, compared to 
the Vale. 

It had 3,057 people in 
receipt of non-residential 
care on March 31, 2012, 
up by 10.8 per cent com¬ 
pared to April 2011. 

Plaid says that the 
changes have given 
BCBC a shortfall of 
£678,000. Extra cash 
received from the Welsh 
Government amounts to 
£420,000, leaving a 
notional shortfall of 
£258,000 . 

The Vale Council had 
1,047 people in receipt of 
non-residential care, with 
an extra 184 applying for 
care since April 2011. 

Coun Pranks said: 
“This means the Vale 
Council has had to find 
an extra £1.78 million, 
but has received only 
£373,000 from the Welsh 
Government. This leaves 
a shortfall of £1,407,000. 

A Welsh Government 
source said: “As usual. 
Plaid Cymru are taking a 
deliberately distorted 
view of the facts, to try

“The Welsh 

Government is prioritis¬ 
ing funding to local 
authorities to support 
social services. Over the 
period 2011-12 to 2013- 
14, we are committed to 
increasing funding at one 
per cent better than the 
uplift to the Block Grant 
to Wales. 

“This means an addi¬ 
tional £35 million over 
the period for local 
authority social services. 
The latest statistical 
release on budgeted 
expenditure by local gov¬ 
ernment for 2012-13, 
published by Welsh 
Government, shows 
expenditure on social 
services is budgeted to 
increase by four per 
cent.” 

At a recent meeting of 
the Vale Council’s scruti¬ 
ny committee for social 
care and health, it was 
revealed that, during 
2011/2012, social servic¬ 
es spent £18.2m on serv¬ 
ices that were provided 
via contractual arrange¬ 
ments with the independ¬ 
ent sector. 

Of this amount, 
£10.7m was spent on 
care home services 
(which includes nursing 
and residential care) and 
£7.5m on domiciliary 
care services (which 
includes home care and 
day care services).

Blazing a trail in 
the autumn months 


In this article, HANNAH STEPHENSON 
takes a look at some of the trees and other 
plants which will be providing us with mag¬ 
nificent autumn hues - plus, find out what 
else needs doing in the garden this month. 

A RICH tapestry of colour is envelop¬ 
ing our landscape as leaves turn 
golden, orange and even red, thanks 
to a massive growth of foliage during the wet 
summer, followed by cold nights. 

The trees and other plants which will be provid¬ 
ing us with magnificent hues include the maple and 
Japanese maple, native oak trees, Nyssa sinensis 
and Parrotia persica (Persian iron wood). 

The winter-flowering cherry, stag’s horn sumach, 
sorbus (wild mountain ash) and varieties of cornus 
can also paint a palette of vivid colours. 

Following a wet summer, the recent warm 
weather has resulted in the production of lots of 
chlorophyll and increased sugar levels in trees. 

When the night-time temperature falls, it sends a 
message to the tree to stop growing and then the 
leaves will start turning, breaking down the chloro¬ 
phyll to reveal autumnal pigments in shades of red, 
orange and yellow. 

Venturing out on autumn walks may give you 
inspiration to grow some colourful specimens in 
your own garden. Maple, vine and mahonia leaves 
offer shades of red, while sedum flowerheads pro¬ 
vide subtle russet tones which will stay on the plant 
well into winter. 

In larger gardens, use trees carefully so that their 
rich hues are a highlight, rather than just a small 
part of an extremely busy planting scheme. 

Keep green as your main colour in the garden 
because if you cram it with coloured foliage it can 
be far from restful. 

Some trees take on more refined, subtle shades, 
such as yellow birch (Betula alleghaniensis) with 
its beautiful buttery yellow foliage, or the common 
beech (Fagus sylvatica), which turns a glorious 
shade of copper. 

If you are going to plant a maple, avoid planting 
it in windy, exposed sites as its fragile leaves will 
be shredded. The best time to plant is autumn, 
when the soil is still warm, to give the trees time to 
establish before winter sets in. 

Maples thrive in well-drained soil enriched with 


some well-rotted garden compost and will do well 
in full sun or dappled shape, and are ideal growing 
in the gentle shade of larger trees, provided their 
planting hole isn’t completely swamped with the 
roots of the larger specimen. 

Dig in leafmould to give the tree a boost. They 
shouldn’t need much pruning, just snip out any 
dead shoot tips as the buds begin to open in spring. 

Here’s five of the best trees which you shouldn’t 
be without in autumn; 

Cornus kousa ‘SatomV: This amazing flowering 
dogwood offers something for every season. In 
autumn the leaves turn fiery red and orange, while 
large, deep-pink, star-shaped bracts appear in late 
spring. It also bears strawberry-like fruits in late 
summer that continue into winter. 

Nyssa sinensis: The deciduous leaves on the 
Chinese tupelo provide a wide array of autumn 
colours, from mellow yellows to fiery reds. 

It thrives in acid soil and you’ll need to give it 
plenty of room, as it grows up to 10m (30ft) in 
height and width. 

Sorbus-x ‘Joseph Rock’: This popular small tree 
was introduced to the west after it was found in 
China in the early 20th century by the famed plant 
hunter, Joseph Rock. This Chinese mountain ash 
has cool green, feather-like leaves which turn fabu¬ 
lous shades of blood red in autumn before falling. 

Its stunning autumn colour is complemented by 
large clusters of bright yellow fruit. 

Euonymus europaeus ‘Red Cascade’: Seen 
either as a shrub or trained as a small tree, this form 
of our native hedgerow spindle boasts a combina¬ 
tion of bright red autumn foliage, turning purple as 
it ages, which colours at the same time as its gener¬ 
ous crops of red and orange fruits. It’s an adaptable 
plant, happy in most reasonable soils in sun or light 
shade and growing to 3 m (10ft).

Getting the 
right trees 
this autumn 


RICS sees hopeful 
signs in Welsh 
housing market 


L ocal estate agents are 
starting to see an 
improvement in the 
market - according to an 
industry survey. 

The Welsh housing market should 
see a slightly stronger end to the year, 
with transaction levels expected to 
pick up and price falls predicted to 
slow, according to the latest Royal 
Institute of Chartered Surveyors 
(RICS) UK housing market survey 
(October 9). 

During September, chartered sur¬ 
veyors’ expectations for future sales 
reached their highest level since June. 

An RCIS spokesperson said that 
last month, prices in the Welsh hous¬ 
ing market did continue to fall, but at 
a slower pace than in previous 
months. 

David E Baker ERICS, of David 
Baker Co Ltd., Penarth, said: 
“September has been fairly good. 


with more viewings than expected. 

“More offers were made than in 
August, and it is looking reasonable 
for October and maybe November.” 

Tony Filice, RICS Wales residen¬ 
tial spokesperson and director of 
Kelvin Francis Chartered Surveyors, 
Cardiff, said; “Sales are taking place 
where vendors are prepared to be 
flexible on price and this is particular¬ 
ly prevalent in the upper price range 
stock. 

“The proposal to allow parents and 
grandparents to act as guarantors, in 
order for their offspring to obtain 
mortgage finance, is good news, but 
as this is not coming into force until 
2015, this is no use at present. 

“The help is needed now. We 
would welcome a stamp duty holiday 
for first time buyers, even if just for 
three months, to help the market pick 
up and get buyers in Wales onto the 
property ladder sooner rather than 
later.”

Katsura 

(Cercidiphyllum japon- 
icum): The heart- 
shaped green leaves of 
this dainty woodland 
tree turn to rich colours 
of yellow, orange and 
red leaves in autumn 
and produce the sweet 
scent of caramel or can¬ 
dyfloss as they fall. 

This tree, which 
works well as a stand¬ 
alone specimen, should 
be planted in soil 
enriched with organic 
matter in a sheltered 
spot, as the coppery 
young leaves are prone 
to spring frost damage. 

Best of the bunch - 
Japanese maple (Acer 
palmatum). 

Of course, these won¬ 
derfully elegant trees 
are the jewel in the 
crown of autumn and 
there is a variety for 
every size of garden, 
whether you want to 
plant them as part of a 
scheme or as a stand¬ 
alone specimen in a pot. 

Good container vari¬ 
eties include Acer 
palmatum var. dissec- 
tum 'Garnet', with its 
feathery, garnet- 
coloured leaves that 
turn bright scarlet in 
autumn and look as if 
they have been shred¬ 
ded. Its rounded, com¬ 
pact habit makes it a 
perfect focal point for a 
small garden, particu¬ 
larly in a container. 

What to do this week: 

Continue to plant up 
winter pots, adding 
bulbs to extend the sea¬ 


son of interest into 
spring. 

Take cuttings of 
lavender by pulling 
whole shoots away from 
the main stem with a 
heel. They can be root¬ 
ed directly into gritty 
soil outside, or in a cold 
frame. 

Take hardwood cut¬ 
tings of privet, potentil- 
la, rosemary, berberis, 
laurel and holly. 

Feed your lawn with 
a low-nitrogen fertiliser 
sold as autumn lawn 
feed, and repair small 
bare patches by sowing 
seed. 

Thin out oxygenating 
and floating plants 
which have outgrown 
their space in the pond. 

Start pruning climb¬ 
ing roses when the flow¬ 
ers fade, removing dead 
or diseased wood first. 

Dig up bulbs and 
corms of non-hardy 
summer varieties to 
store in a dry, frost-free 
place over winter. 

Sparingly water pot¬ 
ted cyclamen in the 
greenhouse that were 
dried off for summer to 
encourage them back 
into growth. 

Plant out hardy prim¬ 
ulas raised from seeds 
or divisions. 

Sow hardy annuals 
including cornflowers, 
poached-egg plants and 
California poppies out¬ 
side now for flowering 
next year.

took pupils aged from 11 
to 16. A new sixth form 
- St David’s College - 
was opened at the same 
time in Cardiff.” 

Nowadays, the school 
takes youngsters from St 
Joseph’s Primary School 
in Penarth and St 
Helen’s Primary School 
in Barry - along with 
Christian youngsters 
from across the Vale, 
and young people of 
other faiths. Some pupils 
attend from Cardiff. 

The school is 650 
strong and has a staff of 
39 teachers and 21 sup¬ 
port staff. Its strong 
faith-based ethos and the 
high standards recog¬ 
nised in ESTYN reports 
means it is over-sub¬ 
scribed. 

Mrs Price said the key 
aim of the school was to 
help each individual 
pupil “become the fullest 
human being they are 
meant to be” as a child 
of God. 

Mr Dave Short, the 
head of pastoral care, 
stressed; “We are inter¬ 
ested in the spiritual and 
moral aspect of a pupil - 
in fact, the child as a 
whole person. All the 
children in the school 
are noticed.” 

On the day The GEM 
visited the school, the 


school staff knew all the 
names of the children 
reporting to the recep¬ 
tion area requesting 
help. 

Mr Short said that St 
Richard Gwyn was 
recognised for its excel¬ 
lent “sector-leading 
practice in the care of 
children and providing 
opportunities for them”. 

Three years ago, a 
committee of the Welsh 
Assembly was impressed 
by the maturity of St 
Richard Gwyn’s head 
girl when she spoke to 
them - she was just 15- 
years-old! 

It’s hardly surprising 
then that with the com¬ 
mitment of the staff at St 
Richard Gwyn, young¬ 
sters have excelled in a 
wide range of areas; at 
Britain’s top universities, 
in NASA, in the 
European Parliament, in 
developing countries 
across the globe, in char¬ 
itable work and the 
sporting arena. 

The school motto is 
Optimum Tantum - ‘only 
the best is good enough 
for God’, something 
both staff and pupils 
strive to live out in their 
daily lives.

Businessmen 
are spared jail 
after appeal 

order by transferring 
assets and had underpaid 
his partner company, 
Templeton, by at least 
£2.3 million. 

Panesar set up the 
company with his father- 
in-law Anthony Thomas. 

He was initially sen¬ 
tenced to nine months 
jail and Thomas four 
months - but both were 
granted bail pending 
their appeal. 

The Appeal Court 
quashed the prison terms 
due to the “exceptional 
personal mitigation” 
from his family, which 
included a letter from his 
daughter, Anysha, plead¬ 
ing that her father be 
spared going to prison. 

Lord Justice Rix 
allowed the appeal at the 
Civil Appeal Court and 
suspended his sentence 
for two years. 

The court was told 
that he is now “far 
removed from his once 
luxurious life” - and is 
“financially ruined and 
bankrupt”. 

Lord Rix said: “The 
public interest will be 
sufficiently vindicated 
by suspending the term”. 

The Panesars came to 
prominence in the Vale 
when Mr Singh paid an 
estimated £20,000 to 
host a party for his 
daughter Anysha which 
was featured on MTV’s 
‘Super Sweet 16’ series. 

The court was told 
that Panesar, 45, and his 
wife Caroline, 43, now 
face losing their luxury 
£500,000 home and their 
six-acre estate in the 
Vale. 


A Llantwit Major 
motor insurer and 
his father-in-law 
have been spared 
serving a jail sen¬ 
tence on health 
grounds. 

Harbinder Singh 
Panesar made his money 
through his insurance 
company, Motorcare 
Warranties, which col¬ 
lapsed. 

An investigation by 
the Einancial Services 
Authority found that the 
company left a trail of 
victims whose motor 
insurance policies were 
worthless. 

A bankruptcy hearing 
in the High Court 
banned Panesar from 
setting up a new busi¬ 
ness but he did so under 
the name, Motorcare 
Elite, and was then 
found to be in contempt 
of court. 

The new firm’s web¬ 
site described the busi¬ 
ness as “an established 
family-owned company 
that has built up an 
excellent reputation over 
the years.”

Neeson’s specific set of skills 
fail to liven up action sequel 


H aving 

come to 
widespread 
public notice in 
Schindler’s List, 
Liam Neeson 
became one of the 
biggest stars in 
Hollywood, strad¬ 
dling the art/com- 
merce divide by 
popping up in the 
likes of The 
Phantom Menace 
and The Haunting, 
but balancing it 
with the likes of 
Rob Roy and 
Michael Collins. 

However, Neeson’s 
career was in something 
of a stasis in the middle 
of the last decade, 
before action movie 
Taken became a surprise 
hit, and revitalised his 
career as a (older) man 
of action. 

He returns as Bryan 
Mills in Taken 2, which 
sees the family of the 
men he slaughtered in 
the first film vowing 
revenge on Mills, his 
wife (Famke Jansenn) 
and his daughter Kim 
(Maggie Grace); when 
Mills and his wife are 
‘taken’, it is down to 
Kim to try and save 
them while Mills works 


out when exactly to 
unleash his specific set 
of skills... 

If you’ve watched 
any action movie and 
wondered what happens 
to the families of those 
nameless, and often 
faceless, henchmen of 
the film’s main villain 
when they are offed in a 
variety of bloody and 
brutal ways, then Taken 
2 at least offers some 
kind of answer. They 
vow to take revenge on 
the man who murdered 
their boss. 

From this jumping- 
off point you would 
hope that Taken 2 would 
follow its progenitor in 
delivering a taut, sur¬ 
prisingly enjoyable, 
piece of work that 
makes no pretentions 
but delivers thrills and 
the pleasure of seeing 
Oskar Schindler beating 
up an array of swarthy, 
eastern European men 
in a range of 
leisurewear. 

What you actually 
get is a film that undoes 
much of the goodwill of 
the first outing, and 
simply offers a vague 
retread of that film 
devoid of the more sat¬ 
isfying moments; there 
is no foreboding mono¬ 
logue delivered with 
deadly intent by 
Neeson, nor is there

anything that feels dif¬ 
ferent or exciting. 

Much of this is the 
fault of screenwriters 
Luc Besson and Robert 
Mark Kamen, writers 
who are more than 
versed in the world of 
generic action having, 
between them, written 
the likes of The 
Transporter 2, Kiss Of 
The Dragon, 
Colombiana and Taken 
itself. Sadly, here they 
are on unsteady ground, 
the neat role-reversal of 
the first half of the film 
giving way to Neeson 
brawling his way 
through a rescue mis¬ 
sion. 

Yes, that was more or 
less what took place in 


Taken, but that was shot 
through with some 
clever direction, a keen 
sense of playing the 
genre and Neeson’s 
game and sturdy per¬ 
formance. 

Here, with Olivier 
Megaton in the direc¬ 
tor’s chair, he maintains 
his record of creating 
dull, by-the-numbers 
action movies. The 
action is edited to with¬ 
in an inch of his life, 
while the director fails 
to bring any sizzle or 
sparkle to proceedings. 

The film is similarly 
encumbered by its faint¬ 
ly ridiculous 12A rating, 
the fight sequences soft¬ 
ened down to almost 
nothing. Judging from 
the cuts, there is almost 
certainly a higher rated 
DVD in the offering, 
but it should have been 
the one on cinema 
screens, the fans of the 
first film being let down 
by the tame violence on 
show. 

Even Liam Neeson 
seems slightly bored, 
even if his unerring, 
control-freak character 
is by miles the best 
thing on show here. 

Belying his 60 years, 
Neeson shows he can 
still hang with the 
young guns in some 
hard-hitting moments, 
while his brow never 


strays too far from 
being furrowed, the 
actor lighting up the 
film. 

While Maggie Grace 
tries in a far more pro¬ 
active role and doesn’t 
do too bad a job, Eamke 
Janssen is nothing but a 
damsel in distress and 
Rade Serbedzija, as the 
head of the family chas¬ 
ing Mills, can now add 
‘cliched eastern 
European baddie’ to his 
CV. 

While sequels very 
often fail to enthral like 
the original, it is disap¬ 
pointing that Taken 2 
didn’t offer more for 
Neeson’s Mills to do. 
Instead, its storyless 
retread of the first film 
is a damp squib rather 
than gigantic explosion. 

VERDICT: A tame 
and mediocre offering. 
Taken 2 takes the good¬ 
will of the first film and 
throws it away. 
Disappointing and 
underwhelming action 
coupled with a non¬ 
existent narrative, Liam 
Neeson’s turn is the 
only real shining light 
here in a generic, by- 
the-numbers offering. 
Poor.

There was a private 
beach and a private 


bathing hut, which was 
lowered into the water 
when the Queen wished 
to swim. 

At her funeral, 

London was adorned 
with purple and white 
decorations. 

In 1954, the house 
was opened to the public 
and is now controlled by 
English Heritage.

NEWS FROM PENAR' 


A phantom wagon 
and a ^corpse candle’ 


THE unique village 
of Merthyr Mawr 
lies 2/2 miles south¬ 
west of Bridgend - 
it is an intriguing 
beauty spot with 
pasture lands on 
the lower valley of 
the River Ogmore. 

With its traditional 
thatched cottages over¬ 
looking the village 
green, it gives a dreamy 
example of an idyllic 
settlement, itching to 
remind us of its ancient 
past. 

On the outskirts of 
Merthyr Mawr is the 
iconic Grade Two-listed 
New Bridge, a single- 
tracked humped over¬ 
pass made of dressed 
stone with four arches 
and parapets. 

It replaced a wooden 
deck on stone piers prior 
to the early 19th Century 
structure. 

A plaque is set in the 
wall bearing the inscrip¬ 
tion: “This bridge was 
built at the expense of 
Right Honourable Sir 
John Nicholl under the 
inspection of William 
County Surveyor by 
Morgan Thomas of 
Laleston 1827.” 

Sir John Nicholl had 
obtained the Merthyr 
Mawr Estate in 1804, 
building himself a large 
house, new road into the 
village and a bridge to 
carry stagecoaches 
across the water, replac¬ 
ing the old ford. 

Also known as the 
‘Dipping Bridge’ it was 
used by local farmers to 
push reluctant sheep into 
the water for their annu¬ 
al dip. 

The legendary New 
Inn relates to Cap Coch, 
an evil man who wore a 
red cap as a tribute to 
the French freedom 
fighters. He enticed 
weary travellers to his 
inn, which stood in a 
hollow on the track road 
from Bridgend beside 


the River Ogmore. 

Most ill-fated trav¬ 
ellers were known as 
packmen, often on 
horseback or in horse- 
drawn carriages, and 
would carry valuable 
products such as wool, 
skins, stockings and 
fl a nnel. 

They were often sin¬ 
gle tradesmen in need of 
refreshment from the 
inn. Together with out¬ 
laws and smugglers. Cap 
Coch would murder his 
rich victims in order to 
steal their wares and 
take them to market to 
sell. 

The truth of these 
deeds came to light with 
the discovery of count¬ 
less bodies buried 
around the area of the 
ruined, and later demol¬ 
ished, inn. 

The eye-catching 
Church of St Teilo is at 
the heart of the village 
and became Grade Two 
listed in 1963. This 
Gothic-style building 
was constructed during 
19th Century on the site 
of a 14th Century 
Church. 

St Teilo was the 
grandson of King 
Ceredig of Ceredigion 
and was bom around 
500 AD. He was con¬ 
sidered to be the most 
holy man in Wales, as he 
worked and travelled 
with St David, the 
patron Saint of Wales. 

Stones of interest 
relating to the era of 
Paulinus, include the 
wheel-cross and large 
sandstone slab with the 
inscription ‘Here lies 
Baudewin and his wife 
Lycia. God rest their 
souls in peace. Amen’ - 
which is is a significant 
reminder of the people 
who dwelt here in the 
past. 

A 16th Century map 
refers to Baudewins’s 
House which was posi¬ 
tioned southwest of 
Merthyr Mawr.

Researching the world of eBay 


AUCTIONS are a source 
of much amusement in 
films when something goes 
wrong and an item is 
bought (or sold) acciden¬ 
tally. 

I am sure it still happens, but 
times have changed. Now, with 
the online auction you can make 
a mistake from the comfort of 
your armchair. 

There is presently much inter¬ 
est in eBay and Kevin S was 
invited to reprise his introduction 
of its benefits, how it all works 
and how to make best use of it. 

During a quick re-mn of his 
previous talk, he reviewed its 
launch in 1997 and how it has 
grown. 

It now allows you to offer 
goods to a 100 million people 
worldwide and to inspect what 
they offer for you to buy. 

It is not necessary to become a 
member to browse and to bid on 
items. 

You can spend as much time 
as you like to work it all out. 
Once you decide that you want to 
be a bit more involved, you can 


register as a member. 

Kevin logged on to the site 
and went through the process of 
registration. This requires your 
name, address and email address, 
after which you choose a user- 
name and your (secure) pass¬ 
word. 

Thus far, no payment is neces¬ 
sary. 

Kevin explained how to buy 
and sell effectively; when to bid 
and how to avoid seeming too 
keen and inviting competitive 
bids that might increase the price 
you have to pay to win an item. 

One way is to put an item on 
watch, where eBay keeps you 
informed of the bidding. 

The time that an auction will 
close is indicated and the later 
you bid, the less time there is for 
anyone to beat it, but you must 
keep in mind that others might be 
doing exactly the same thing. 

It is possible to place a bid 
indicating the maximum you are 
prepared to pay. If your bid is 
highest you will win, but your 
bid will be reduced to one incre¬ 
ment above the value of the next 
highest bid. 


The increment is proportional 
to the value of the item and 
ensures that no item is grossly 
overvalued by a single bidder. If 
the seller says ‘buyer collects’, 
be sure the distance is reasonable. 

Selling incurs a modest charge, 
depending on the values involved 
and how much information is 
included, such as additional pho¬ 
tographs. 

Accurate descriptions are 
important and worth the care 
taken. You will know the cost 
before you commit to the auction. 

Tips were given on how to use 
the site to your best advantage. 
They included how to make 
informative descriptions of what 
is being sold and finding the cor¬ 
rect postage costs. 

You are expected to sign up 
for Paypal in due course to 
ensure the money changes hands 
securely. 

Feedback from users is used to 
identify the most reliable people.

known as Merthyr Mawr 
Warren) span a large 
area and consist of 
blown sand. Once 
thought to be the largest 
sand dune complex in 
Europe, they stretch 
along the coastline to 
Mumbles. 

Because of its golden 
sands extending over a 
vast section of the shore¬ 
line, parts of the film 
Lawrence of Arabia 
were filmed in the area. 

One particular dune is 
named ‘The Big Dipper,’ 
and is thought to be the 
highest in Europe. 

Although a daunting 
challenge on such a 
lengthy stretch of sand, 
archaeologists found 
items from our prehis¬ 
toric past, as well as the 
Neolithic Age, with find¬ 
ings such as flint tools, 
arrowheads, knives, 
scrapers and stone work¬ 
ings. 

Bronze Age items dat¬ 
ing from 400-300 BC 
were also unearthed. 
Early Iron Age objects 
were uncovered, too, 
including bronze cru¬ 
cibles, brooches and 
pins. 

Other interesting finds 
from all walks of life 
include a sand mound 
amid covered stones 
with six burial plots, two 
of which were in cists. 

The skeletons of two 
men buried in vessels 
were also found. 

A mysterious building 
also stood in a ruined 
state on the sandhills. It 
was thought to be the 
remains of a Celtic 
windmill. These Celtic¬ 
speaking people are 
thought to have travelled 
from Somerset. 

The phantom image 
of a wagon pulled by 
three horses has been 
seen on a number of 
occasions tearing 
through the village at 
pace. Local people 
claim that seeing this 
apparition is considered 
to be bad luck as the 
‘special taper’ (corpse 
candle) eerily guides the 
eye towards this deathly 
apparition. 

But could this ghostly 
parade be from an era 
when a freak thunder¬ 
storm struck and the 
horse, driver and coach 
were swept into the 
swollen river, never to 
be seen again? 

The frightful feeling 
of being watched by 
unseen eyes around the 
entrance to the sandhills 
often overcomes peo¬ 
ple’s emotions, only for 
them to discover that no 
physical being is actual¬ 
ly there! 

Could the ghosts of 
the past be keeping a 
watchful eye over their 
patch from an era 
beyond our grasp?

NEW PEUGEOT 208 PROVES 
IMPRESSIVE FRENCH DRIVE 



The Peugeot 208 Hatchback 1.6 VTi Allure. 


F or this 

week’s road 
test, we visit 
tranquil and pictur¬ 
esque Brittany to 
test the all-new 
Peugeot 208, the 
replacement to the 
popular 207. 

In a world that is full 
of bland and character¬ 
less hatchbacks, Peugeot 
has a tough job to make 
its offering suitably dif¬ 
ferent and, importantly, 
better than the class¬ 
beating Ford Fiesta. 

The new 208 is seven 
centimetres smaller than 
its predecessor yet there 
are five centimetres 
more legroom for rear 
occupants. The 1.6-litre 
VTi Allure petrol model 
tested returns up to a 
decent 47mpg. This 
means that it travels 600 
miles on its 50-ltr fuel 
tank. 

At first glance, it’s a 
striking model that looks 
and feels much more 
fashionable and appeal¬ 
ing than its predecessor, 
demanding lustful 
glances from other 
motorists, pedestrians 
and children alike. 

It shares the same 
wheelbase with the 207 
but is over 100kg lighter 
thanks to a wise choice 
of materials including 
aluminium. 

Despite Autocar high¬ 
lighting a poor gearbox, 
performance and noisy

engine on the 1.2-litre 
model, the 1.6-litre was 
a joy to drive through St 
Malo, Dinan and Dinard, 
and prior to that it coped 
with the Brittany 
Ferries’ crossing with 
ease; its alarm not going 
off once, unlike the 
Mercedes next to it. 

Yes, the five-speed 
gearbox is a little clunky 
but it’s certainly deci¬ 
sive. The best part of 
this vehicle for me are 
the excellent front buck¬ 
et seats (you’ll see them 
in the video on test- 
drives.biz), which prove 
to be brilliant long-dis¬ 
tance companions, 
ensuring that we arrive 
at Domain des Ormes, 
our holiday destination 
in Dol de Bretagne, very 
much relaxed. 

I find the power steer¬ 
ing a little too sensitive 
and light for my liking, 
but it has a tight turning 
circle, experienced when 
needing to double back 
on myself at a mini 
roundabout. 

Its dashboard has 
been thoughtfully 
designed so that it does 
not intrude on the front 
passenger, allowing for 
plenty of legroom. The 
powerful radio even 
picks up BBC Radio 4 in 
Dinard and French radio 
on our return home. 


My wife, baby daugh¬ 
ter and I carry a fair bit 
of luggage and the Pug 
is full to bursting. Three 
sizeable suitcases are 
crammed into the boot 
and there is space for the 
pushchair on top, if all 


the wheels are removed. 

According to Autocar, 
this Slovakia-built 
Peugeot is not polished 
enough but, and whether 
this is because I am priv¬ 
ileged enough to be driv¬ 
ing a range-topping 


model, I am impressed 
with the styling, the 
chrome around the grille 
and windows, and its 
distinctive look, not to 
mention the high-quality 
interior.

Council plans to 
‘inspire a generation’ 


THE Vale Council has 
responded to a plea by Coun 
Claire Curtis, Labour council¬ 
lor for Dyfanward, Barry, to 
ensure that the ‘Olympic lega¬ 
cy’ is upheld in the borough. 

A report by the leisure and tourism 
team lists programmes run by the 
council and its partners to achieve the 
goal of ‘inspiring a generation’. 

These include: the 5x60 Scheme, the 
Dragon Sports Scheme and the coun¬ 
cil’s disability sport development offi¬ 
cer, funded via Sport Wales. 

The report adds that the council’s 
link with Sport Wales is reviewed on 
an annual basis and is worth approxi¬ 
mately £500,000. 

It states: “New sports such as hand¬ 
ball and water polo have been trialled 


in the Vale as part of the 5x60 pro¬ 
gramme and free swimming pro¬ 
gramme respectively. 

“In addition, both Penarth Leisure 
Centre and the Colcot Sports Centre 
have hosted wheelchair rugby events. 

“These initiatives often provide the 
platform to introduce new sports to an 
area - such as handball, volleyball and 
basketball - as well as activities chil¬ 
dren and young people enjoy, such as 
street dance and dodgeball. 

“Future aims include developing 
more junior opportunities in Olympic 
sports, such as badminton, table tennis 
and disability swimming.” 

A partnership contract with 
Parkwood Leisure has provided an 
additional £1,000,000 of capital fund¬ 
ing to increase the use of sports facili¬ 
ties.
